Eight Daily 

London, The main proposals of 
the British draft, adopted with minor 
alterations by the international labor 
leaders at Paris as the new charter o 
Labor, are given in a special dispatch 
from the labor correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, 

The provisions of this draft pre- 
clude the employment of children un- 
der fifteen years of age in industrial 
occupations and of children between 
fifteen and cighteen for more than six 
hours daily. At least two hours each 
day must be devoted by these young 
workers to technical or regular edu-

It was obligatory upon 
the rulers of the city to-admit upon 
demand the one who fled hither, 
pending a trial which would disclose 
the fact as to whether the crime had 
|been intentional or not. 


2. The security of the one who en- 


the city did not dare to deliver the 
man slayer to the avenger of blood 
tor punishment until a fair trial had 
been given; neither could the aven- 
ger cross over the threshold of the 
city to touch a hair of the one who 
had taken refuge in it. 

3. The right of fair trial (v. 6). 
Chis provision of mercy made it so 
that the refugee could be safe while 
careful investigation was made as to 
whether he had killed “unwittingly” 
or by wicked purpose. If it should be 
|proved that the man was guilty of 
murder he was delivered over by the 
jauthorities to the avenger of blood] 
be justice might be done, 


4. The innocent slayer must re- 
{main in the city (v. 6). Even though 
the trial should exonerate him from 


{intentional killing, yet he must re- 
main in the city in order to be saved. 
So grave is the act of taking a human 
jlife that even the innocent man was 


obliged to be separated from his 
home and friends at least until the 
death of the high priest. This de- 


|privation enforced the obligation to 
| shield life. 

3. The Appointment of the Cities 
of Refuge (20:7-9), 

1, On the west side of Jordan (v. 
7). (1) Kedesh in Naphtali on the 
north; (2) Shechem in Mt. Ephraim 
in the centre; (3) Hebron in the 
south. 

2. On the east side of Jordan (v. 
8). (1) Golan in Bashan on the 
north; (2) Ramoth-Gilead in Gad iu 
the centre; (3) Bezer in Reuben in 
the south, In this distribution there 
was a place of safcty accessible to 
all, These cities were not only in 
reach, but good roads, well marked, 
led to them so that the refugee 
might reach a plate of safety before 
being overtaken (Deut, 19), 

This beautifully illustrates the re- 
fuge which sinner has in Christ; (1) 
| It’s necessity. Since by accident or 
; wicked purpose men did kill, in order 
| to be saved from the avenger these 
| cities of necessity were appointed. All 
have sinned and are exposed to the 
;wrath of God, therefore if any be 
saved a place of safety must be pro- 
vided in Christ. (2) This provision 
was by divine appointment. “Of him 
are ye in Christ Jesus,” (1 Cor, 1:30), 
(3) The cities were accessible to all, 
| They were so distributed that where- 
lever the unfortunate circumstance 
should occur the slayer could flee to 
the city before being overtaken, 
Christ is not far off. The Bible 
shows what great effort God makes 
to suve men. (4) The one who fled 
jto the city was secure. The avenger 
did not dare cross over the threshold 
of the city. Every one who is in 
Christ is secure. No one can lay any- 
thing to the charge of God's elect. 
|(5) The individual must flee to the 
}city. The manslayer would be ex- 
posed to danger if he remained at 
home or outside of the city. The sin- 
ner, if he would be saved, must come 
to Christ. There is no place of safety 
for those who remain away. The safe- 
ty in Christ is even more vital than 
that in these cities. To him the 
guilty can flee with the assurance of 
safety,

New Mines Opened 


Output of Coal in Alberta Is In- 
creasing 
Edmonton, Alta. — Some interest- 


ing figures have been compiled by 
John T. Stirling, chief inspector of 
mines for Alberta, showing the output 
of coal in the province during the 
past year and showing its relation to 
that produced in all Canada. During 
the year the consumption of coal in 
Canada was 37,237,065 tons, of which 
22,057,065 tons were imported from 
the United States and of that 2,559,- 
041 tons were imported into Western 
Canada, 

During the year 6,148,620 tons of 
coal were produced in Alberta, 100,- 
470 tons of briquettes, 32,858 tons of 
coke and 9,898 tons of shale for the 
naking of bricks. There were 7,687 
tons of bricks sold. There were, dur- 
ing the year 1918, 317 coal mines in 
operation in the province of Alberta, 


and two copper ore mines and two 
shale mines, 
Seventy new mines were opened 


during the year, also as well as nine 
which were re-opened, Offsetting this 
to a certain extent there were 71 
abandoned, 

It is interesting to note that to 
operate these mines on an average 
2,633 persons above ground and 6,144 


persons below ground were employ-|

What About Soil Drifti Drifting 


CAN WE “AFFORD TO 
LET If GO ON 

Every dry windy Spring, the top 
of our feriile prairies begins to move 
into the roads, ditches and waste 
places. The longer a field is under 
cultivation, the worse it drifts away. 

Phe loss at some points on the 
Western Section has already become 
a serious matter and demands con- 
sideration. It is better rot to wait 
until itis difficult to seed the land 
down to grass’again, Soil drifting 
can be stopped to some extent by 
ridging the soil at right angles to 
the prevailing wind and if it is gone 
over every time the wind breaks 
down the ridges may be fairly suc- 
cessful 

Avother method is to spread straw 
over the lind, evenly with a straw 
spreader, aud disc it in so that it 
resembles a stubble field. Mr W.11. 
Fairlield has suggested that light 
seeding of oats or barley on summer 
fallow olanted in August would pre- 
vent soil drifting in fall and winter 
and since jt would winterkill, would 
not totertere with the crop in the 
following spring. The real way is 
to get the lind again into grass so 
is to form a sod and introduce again 
the countless tine roots which bound 
the soil together during the first 
few years atter it was broken from 
the prairie sod, After the land has 
been in grass for a few years it can 
again be put into grain and the 
bumus resulting from the sod will 
again bring beavy crops and the 
soil will hold moisture better 

Having decided that it 
sary to seed down to grass, it will 
be advisable to proceed carefully, 
hope for a tavorable season 
It the land can be irrigated, this is 
of great advantage since it will help 
in getting a stand and will enable 
much larger profits to be bad during 
the years it is seeded down. In gen- 
eral, grass will require twice as 
much water for a good yield as a 
grain crop, hence the greater need 
of irrigation. Foriunately the fields 
in this district will usually stand 
grading and leveling operations and 
this work is very important in order 
that wateecan be spread evenly over 
the land, Unless tavorable and 
heavy rains occur after the land is 
leveled, it will usually pay to irri- 
gate, after which the leveling can 
be touched up at places where the 
water did not run well and then 
seeded down 

While dry land will not produce 
as much hay or pasture it: should 
still be seeded down in rotation with 
the grain crops. 

Our practice with these light 
drifting soils is to sow a nurse crop 
and since grass seed is expensive 
it would be worth while to seed the 
nurse crop, say, % bu. of oats or 
barley per acre and let it get up 5 
or 6 inches betore sowing the grass 
using the harrow first, it 
ind cunning the drill with 
the water on irrigated ground and 
at ight angles to the wind on dry 
land 

If the nurse crop all blows away 
atleast have your grass 
seed in the bag, according to this 
Another method used by 
MrG D, Walters consists in seeding 
fall rye in August which covers the 
ground and comes on in the Spring 
and can be cutin June and the 
mixiure sowed on the stubble

is probably the surest way of get- 
ting a good s'and and allows the 
ground to be cleaned up by summer 
fallow cultivation, before the fall

Also there is fall pasture the first

It is advisable especially the first 
vear to have the grass mixture go 
into the winter with a fairlv heavy 
growth to act as a mulch, 

In a preceding article, 
mixtures tor first class 
lands were suggested 
headings No.1 and No.2. 

A mixture that has been suggest- 
ed for non irrigated dry land is as

This mixture will cost something 
over $6.00 per acre at present 
prices. The alfalfa should be inocu 
lated and is included partly for its 


etfect in adding nitrogen to the soil, 
which stimulates the growth of the 
other grasses and stores up fertility 
to be harvested in heavier grain 
crops later, and partly because it 
resists drought well and comes on 
during a favorable season and adds 
considerable to the quality of the 
hay. 

While Brome grass is difficult to 
kill on heavy soils where there is 
1 fair amount of moisture, it is one 
of the best grasses for dry conditions 
and light soils. Conditions list year 
in this country demonstrated the 
qualities of sweet clover as 4 drought 
resisting crop and since its feeding

Reconstruction 
Meeting 


Under the auspices of the Re- 
construction Committee recently 
formed, an opening meeting was 
held in the Opera House on 
Sunday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of hearing ao address by 
Mr R. J. Deachman, editor of the 
Commercial Review, Calgary, on 
the subject of * Reconstruction.”

The object of the Committee is 
to secure prominent speakers to 
give their views On subjects of 
interest atthe present day, en- 
tirely c'ear of politics, and they 
made a good start in securing 
Mr Deachman. He gave an elo- 
quent and dispassionate address 
on some of the measures he con- 
sidered necessiry if reconstruc- 
tion was to mean anything, and 
some of these were original as far 
as the most of the audience were 
concerned. 

Mr Deachman was iitroduced 
by the Mayor, following which 
Mr G. H. Patrick gave a fine 
rendering of ‘* Land of Hope 
and Glory,” to Mrs MeVity’s ac- 
companim: nt. 

In his opening remarks Mr 
Deachmau congratulated the 
people of Strathmore on starting 
this movement, which would be 
of great value to the community 
and had already proved so in 
Calgary. He considered that 
one of the first measures of re- 
coustruction should be the re- 
moval of toe tariff, which in his 
opinion, benefitted neither land, 
labor, nor capital. He believed 
that grain prices could not stay 
onthe same level as they were 
now, and the cost of production 
would have to be cut This could 
only be Jone by improved meth- 
ods of farming, by equitable tax- 
ation, and by a system of freight 
rates whereby the shipper would 
only pay the running costs of the 
road, and the tracks, ete, would 
be placed on the same plane as 
the ordinary highways are pow, | 
as a general tax on property, 

SOME COMPARISONS 

He dealt with the problem ot after war 
taxation, and showed that 
Britain, to whoin he paid an eloquent 
tribute, had made the burden of taxes 
fall on large incomes and property, 
Canada had placed &Y per cent of the 
burden on consumption, as against 1Y 
percent in Great Britain. This meant 
that in Canada the cost fell on the work- 
ing and producing classes, while special 
privilege was largely exempt
